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INTER-LIBRARY COOPERATION

The librarian of 1952 lives in the greatest era of librarianship the 
world has ever known, but like many other good things, this privilege is 
encumbered with innumerable difficulties. Librarians, particularly those 
in college, university and public libraries, must not let the substantial 
problems which confront them obscure the opportunities for positive and 
constructive action inherent in the present situation. Furthermore, the 
success with which we meet our difficulties will be determined in con- 
siderable part by our ability to see that, irrespective of the type of 
library in which we work, we have a common interest in each other's prob- 
lems and the solutions we are evolving. 


In the field of public library service, we must find ways of serving 
the substantial percentage ‘of people without library service of any kind 
and ways of improving the quality of service in smaller library units. 

It is now generally recognized that a library with a small book stock, 
with only a few new books each year, and with an untrained or semi-trained 
librarian burdened with clerical detail is not an agency equipped to pro- 
vide library service according to modern definition. 


To improve this situation, we in New York are doing several things. 
First, we are moving toward larger systems of library service. County 
libraries have as their goal the welding together of small, medium-size 
and large libraries within a given area into a single system without sac- 
rificing local interest or initiative. In this type of organization, a 
large central library provides a reservoir of books from which any li- 
brary or individual may borrow. This immeasurably strengthens library 
collections and improves services. The large central library also pro- 
vides a reservoir of trained specialists which no small or medium-size 
library can afford. This talent becomes available to the whole area for 
solving reference questions, for advice in book selection, and for as- 
sistance in such tasks as weeding, recataloging, and reclassifying col- 
lections. Perhaps the most significant achievement of the larger system 
of service is centralized processing because it relieves the heads of 
member library units of a great deal of technical detail. 


The second constructive step which New York State has taken to im- 
prove public library service is not unrelated to the first. The new state- 
aid for libraries law provides a potential source of much-needed money 
for books and other purposes. The third step, the establishment of new 
state standards for certifying librarians, combined with the increased 
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financial aid just referred to, gsives promise of improving the quality of 
personnel in public libraries throughout the State. 


University and large public libraries are facing problems of a dif- 
ferent nature from and, in some respects, of greater magnitude than those 
faced by small and medium-size public libraries. large libraries have 
grown at such an accelerated pace that they have outrun the science of 
housing and making available masses of printed information. Confronted 
with these problems of multiplicity and complexity, large libraries are 
seeking relief by developing a new mechanism, the regional library. Plans 
are being laid for a regional library to serve the entire Northeast, and 
a Midwest Inter-Library Center is in the first stages of operation in 
Chicago. The objectives of this new type of library mechanism are, first, 
to relieve the pressure of ever-expanding collections by providing a cen- 
tral repository to which little-used books from participating libraries 
may be sent. Second, the regional library will maintain the original and 
only file of some types of little-used publications for the whole region. 
Third, it has been proposed that regional libraries might perform some 
centralized ordering and eetaloging functions for member libraries. In 
this sense, the idea corresponds to regional public library service. 


There is more or less unanimous agreement that regional libraries will 
perform a dual function: serving readers directly at the center and pro- 
viding services to member libraries. To speed the transmission of printed 
materials, the Midwest Inter-Library Center is being joined to member li- 
braries by teletype in order that it may render 24-hour service on any 
publication requested. In the future, each regional library may house a 
union catalog for the region served, The establishment of regional union 
catalogs pre-dated regional libraries, and many such catalogs are in exist- 
ence throughout the country. It is customary for union catalogs to be com- 
bined with a collection of reference books and bibliographies to form a 
"bibliographic center" which, when thus constituted, becomes a means for 
making maximum use of the region's resources by locating material for inter- 
library loan, and the center provides auxiliany services such as verifi- 
cation of entries for cataloging purposes and preparation of bibliog- 
raphies. 


The potential usefulness of the Regional Library-Bibliographic Center 
idea to the public and institutional libraries of Upper New York should 
be manifest. Many libraries have serious space problems; there is undoubt- 
edly considerable duplication in the purchase of little-used research ma- 
terials which, although justifiable under our present autonomous structure, 
would be unnecessary with a Regional Library geared to provide prompt ser- 
vice by modern means of communication. The New York State Library is at 
present performing some of the services of a bibliographic center and 
regional library, but much more needs to be done. The time has come for 
an appropriately constituted croup to undertake a survey of the research 
resources of Upper New York and to investigate the desirability of estab- 
lishing a full-fledged Regional Library-Bibliographic Center serving 
public, college, university and special libraries of the State.

Erie County. To climax a month-long celebration of the 75th anniversary 
of the American Library Association, Buffalo Public Library held its 
First Annual Library Institute on November 7. "The Librarian Serves 
the Community" was the institute theme. The morning session featured 
@ panel discussion of the recent Public Library Inquiry and the Amer- 
ican Library Association National Plan. The afternoon program stressed 
community services of interest to librarians, presented by represen- 
tatives of Volunteer Services, Buffalo Veterans Hospital, Trico Prod- 
ucts Corporation and New York State College of Teachers. Buffalo- 
born Elizabeth Yates was the principal speaker at the dinner meeting. 


Jefferson County. The annual meeting of the Mannsville Free Library 
Association was held in the library rooms preceded by a covered dish 
supper. This was the first meeting to be held in the new library 
quarters opened May 18, 1951. In her summary, Miss Hughs, librarian, 
reported a marked yearly increase in circulation since the library 
was opened in 1947. 

Mrs. Florence G. Marsh, librarian of the Crosby Public Library, 
Antwerp, died at her home in Antwerp November 17, 1951. Mrs. Marsh, 
who has served as librarian for the village for the past 20 years, 
has been in failing health since last spring. Mary T. Carman is 
now librarian. 


Kings County. Francis R. St. John, librarian of the Brooklyn Public 
Library, has announced a new Library Extension Service bookmobile, 
the first in the history of the library. 


Lewis County. Alice E. Allen, librarian of the Lowville Free Library 
for 31 years, has announced that she will retire January 1, 1952. 
Miss Allen is the author of several children's books and has also 
written poetry. The Board of Trustees of the Lowville Free Library 
has honored Miss Allen with the title of Librarian Emeritus in 
recognition of her long and faithful service. Mrs. Stanley Miller, 
assistant librarian for the past two and one-half years, will succeed 
Miss Allen as librarian of the Lowville Free Library. 


Livingston County. William H. Miller, for 21 years a trustee of the 
Dansville Public Library and for 14 years president of the board, 
has resigned. He expects to spend part of the year in Florida. 
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Montgomery County. A Book Fair was held at the Reformed Church in Fonda 
on November 28 and 29 under the auspices of the following: Frothingham 
Free Library of Fonda, Canajoharie Library and Art Gallery, Parlia- 
mentary School of Fonda and Fultonville, P.T.A. units of Fonda, Fulton- 
ville and Tribes Hill, The program included an informal talk on "Books. 
How They Grow" by author Margaret Vance. There were exhibits of current 
books of many types and an opportunity to purchase them. Costume dolls 
from foreign lands lent their gay color to the exhibit. 


Nassau County. Hempstead Public Library reports increased use of the 
library now in its new building: a 50% increase in circulation for 
the first three months over the corresponding months in 1950 and a 
registration increase of 128%. Activities of the Hempstead Public 
Library include recorded concerts, film programs on the American 
Heritage and an open house for Nassau County library trustees. - More 
than 200 were guests at open house of the new Peninsula Public Library 
at Lawrence on November 3. Phoebe Erickson, author of children's 
books, officially opened the children's room on November 10 by tell- 
ing stories and exhibiting her paintings. 


New York. Each year the staff of the New York Public Library gets to- 
gether to hear a brief review of the year's work, to meet its new 
officers and to learn what the public thinks of the library and its 
services. Frederick Lewis Allen was the "public" this year and his 
observations are reported in the November 1951 issue of the library's 
"Bulletin." 

Shakespeare, Gandhi, Benjamin Franklin and Picasso will be among 
the great thinkers and artists represented in the New York Public 
Library's extensive new exhibition, "Notable Acquisitions, 1946-1951", 
announced by Ralph A. Beals, Director, which opened in the Central 
Building on November 20. One of the largest exhibitions the Library 
has ever mounted, comprising 525 items, this presentation shows selec- 
tions from material acquired since World War II and will occupy almost 
the entire exhibition facilities of the building on all four floors. 

Cornelia Otis Skinner tossed a handful of coins into a model of 
the Croton reservoir on November 13 to signalize the beginning of 
contributions to the New York Public Library's fund appeal. "It was 
50 years ago that the old Croton reservoir on this site was demolished", 
she said, "but there is still a reservoir here at Fifth Avenue and 
42nd Street and it need contributions if it is to keep its level 
high." 

With the aid of a black Cocker spaniel and a box of lollipops, the 
State Department has begun filming a documentary motion picture in 
the children's room of New York Public Library's Nathan Straus branch 
to show Europeans how American children use public libraries. 


Onondaga County. Syracuse Public Library took a brief survey of leading 
Syracusans to learn the favorite books of their childhood years. This 
survey was in connection with Children's Book Week. 


St. Lawrence County. The Hepburn Library of Colton has been presented 
with the first map made of the township of Colton, then called Matilda- 
ville, dated 1820. The map, made on a cloth and paper material, was 
placed under glass and framed before its presentation to Gertrude 
Krafft, Librarian, by Herbert Bailey of Slab City. The map, which 
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was made before the deeds to the land had ever been given, lists the 
names of the first owners of the property in the village of Colton. 

The Gouverneur Library Association observed the 75th anniversary 
of the American Library Association on the library lawn with the dedi- 
cation of a wooden sign with the name of the library. Delegates from 
96 organizations attended. 


Seneca County. The Mynderse Library of Seneca Falls reports a highly 
successful program developed around the American Heritage theme. 


Steuben County. Corning Public Library's weekly column, "Library Notes", 
discusses various activities and reading of interest to its readers.
